Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Oishi et al. do "demonstrate that in comparison to 
amino acid or buffering agent alone, the use of the two in combination suppresses omeprazole discoloration, thus demonstrating that 
omeprazole is stabilized by using the two substances", (see paragraph no. 8 of translation). In addition, Takechi et al. specifically teach 
that, "[t]he ph control agent includes various acids, e.g. . . . amino acids", (see column 10, lines 4,5 and 7). This clearly provides the 
skilled artisan with motivation to employ these stabilizing agents in order to stabiliz. the condition of the active agent. 
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
